80-10m plus 10MHz WWV, 100 kHz calibrator, 
very nice receiver, few scratches on cabinet, front panel very clean. 
I did a complete alignment on it last winter, and it works well on all 
bands. It's bloody heavy. Original manual. $175 


2. Hallicrafters HT-37 SSB/AM/CW transmitter. Very nice, beautiful 
audio quality.The phasing unit was retubed and aligned last fall. A 
few scratches on the cabinet, front panel is excellent. Good power 
output on all bands, VFO calibration is good. This transmitter has the 
break-in CW mod which allows the VOX relay to be used on CW to achieve 
semi-break-in simply by hitting the key. This feature can be disabled 
via a switch on the rear panel, but I think it's a great mod - any 
HT-32 ox HT-37 owner should consider doing it. (See Feb. 1960 QST for 
a description of this mod, or send me an SASE for a copy of the 
article.) I'll be happy to meet you on SSB, AM, or CW if you'd like to 
hear this rig on the air. Original manual. $150 


3. Johnson Ranger I 160-10m AM/CW transmitter. Beautiful specimen, and 
sounds great on the air. Good power out on all bands. Some scratches 
on cabinet, front panel is very nice. NOTE: this rig has extensive 
audio mods - the modulator circuitry is not stock. All the mods are 
well documented, very well done, and have resulted in excellent audio 
quality. The transmitter has a new Peter Dahl modulation transformer. 
HV rectifier tube has been replaced with solid state equivalent. The 
mic connector on the rear panel has been replaced with a 4 pin 
version. Again, I'll be happy to meet you on AM or CW, 160-10m and let 
you hear this rig on the air. Manual copy, plus modification

Orr calls it "a modernized version [in 1967] of this popular receiver 
incorporating many improvements over the earlier HBR models." I found 
it while I was looking for Q multipliers for the 60 KHz project, and 
it caught my eye, so to speak.

Subject: Key ID? 


Back from Alaska! My plan was to join our ship Arctic Sunrise/PCTK in 
Cordova. But due to various delays Alaska Airlines delivered me to that 
small town on Prince William Sound only after the ship had left the dock. 
This was not all bad news as it meant I'd be delivered to the ship by float 
plane! Cool. So the next day I climbed aboard the Cessna and stowed my 
various back packs with antennas sticking out in all directions as best I 
could. The native Alaskan in the back seat had no comment. After about a 
30 min. flight over some spectacular scenery we spotted the ship off the 
northern tip of Green Island, just where they said she'd be. We made 
contact on marine VHF channel 16 (via a 2 meter Icom radio stuck in a hole 
in the panel!) as we made the approach. After a smooth landing a Zodiac was 
sent across to collect me and I loaded my stuff aboard. Still nothing from 
the back seat. 


I knew a lot of the people aboard so the welcome was a warm one. We spent 
that day and the next sailing in some of the most spectacular scenery I have 
ever seen, up to the Columbia glacier, with icebergs all around, in bright, 
warm sun. It was the kind of cruise I'm told people pay thousands to take. 
I can almost see why. 


Once settled aboard I immediately made my way to the radio room. As an old 
time radio op from before the days of Inmarsat I wanted to see how we do 
things now. Most impressive and efficient. Nevertheless I challenged Neil, 
the radio operator, to produce a Morse key. Which he did! And I spent a 
few happy hours sending lusty salvos of Morse over the pole to happy hams in 
Russia, Sweden and to some places with prefixes I didn't even recognize! 
Sadly, the radio I used was depressingly small and modern. 


But the key I used was something else! I have never seen another like it 
and I write to ask if anyone can help me identify it. I'll have a picture 


available soon but here's my best shot at a physical description: 


It's a straight key, all chrome, with red plastic insulators, and a navy 
knob with a white plastic disk. The base measures 3" w x 6-1/4" 1. The 
keying lever passes through a block in the middle of the base with a round 
hole milled in it. The keying lever pivot passes through the block and 
there are adjustment nuts on each side. A flat piece of spring steel 
projects forward from the pivot block under the keying lever to provide the 
spring return function which is adjustable via a knurled screw and lock nut 
set in a threaded hole on the keying lever. The keying contact projects 
from the rear end of the keying lever into a structure about the same size 
as the pivot block but made of three pieces (two upright and one across the 
top) atop which sits the contact adjustment. This is via another knurled 
screw but this time there is no locking nut, the adjustment being held by 
what appears to be a spring and collet arrangement. 


Being a black wrinkle sorta guy, the bright chrome and red and white plastic 
are a bit garish for my tastes. Yet the overall effect is pleasant and, 
most important, the key has a wonderful action. I badgered Neil into 
letting me take it from the ship with a promise that I would supply an 
equally robust (if not quite as unique) replacement. 


There is absolutely no manufacturer's identification on the key, nor does it 
appear that there ever was a builder's plate that might have gone missing. 
It is very solidly and professionally made with countersunk capscrews, etc. 
The only hint to its origin is LA2PL stamped on the underside of the base. 

I take this to be the call of a long gone radio operator on the ship when it 
was in other hands. 


Has anyone ever seen a key like this one? 


Does anyone have a listing for PA2PL? I'd love to write to him or her and 
advise what's become of the key.

I am bringing an R-105A back to life, and have run into a snag. 
Basically, 

the unit works, except that sometime in a previous life, it was 
disassembled 

and then reassembled (it seems) without regard to lining everything up. 
So 

I have a couple of questions. 


First, is there a more complete manual that AN16-30ARR-15-3? This is the 
manual copy I have, and where I need help is not covered by this manual. 


Second, and this is where I have the major problem, concerns the 
mechanical 

adjustment of the IF slug rack. It looks like it is out mechanically, 
and the 

slugs were tuned to try to compensate, so I don't have a starting point. 
Does 

anyone have any info on how to mechanically set the rack, so that I can 
then 

start on the actual IF alignment? The book I have does have the 
information 

on the HF slug rack, so I'm OK there. 


Lastly, the unit is missing the dynamotor and input filter assembly. The 
radio 

can be made to work without them, but I sure would like to make this 
radio 

complete as it's really pretty clean.

The International Amateur Radio Convention was held from 25 to 27 June 
1998 in Friedrichsafen Germany. Friedrichsafen is located in the south 
of Germany on Lake Constance near the Swiss and Austrian borders. It is 


the European equivalent to Dayton in the USA. 

I was working in the UK on the 25th so I could only attend 
Friedrichsafen on the last day of the convention. I flew from London 
Heathrow airport on 26 June to Stutgart Germany. I then rented a car and 
drove for two hours to stay overnight in Lindau Germany on the Lake. 

That night I met with Ernie Bailey (G4LUE) and a large group of British 
Hams at Mick's Irish Pub in Lindau. Ernie arranged a tour bus from the 
UK to Germany to take more than 40 people to HamRadio 98. I you can get 
to England and you want to join is group he can be contacted at Ernie 
Bailey, G4LUE, 8 Hild Avenue, Cudworth, Banrsley, S72 8RN, United 
Kingdom. His phone number is 011 44 1226 716339 but rember that there is 
5 hours between east coast time in the US and UK time. 


I rode on the tour bus into Friedrichshafen on the morning of 27 June. 
The Ham Radio Convention was set up indoors in 6 gigantic halls. They 
had halls for new equipment vendors, associations (like ARRL), lectures, 
hardware, software, and the radio-fleamarket. I spent 90% of my time at 
the radio flea market. 


Some unusual sightings at the radio-flea market were: 
Russian R-399A 1-32 MHz ECM radio for 2500 D-Marks ($1 = 1.8 DM) 
Siemans E 311 b Receiver asking 900 DM (Sold to me for 800 DM) 
Siemans E 311 e Receiver asking 1200 DM (Sold to someone else for 1100 DM) 
Russian R-107 HF/VHF-FM Transciever, Complete in case with all parts, 
Sold for 120 DM 


There were other Russian and East German radios for sale. I was told 
that much of these went on the first day of the hamfest. 


In summary, Friedrichshafen is not as big as Dayton but for 
European and Eastern-Block radios it is worth visiting.

This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio... 


The list culture has developed to include "for sale" and "wanted" 
posts. Originally, all buying and selling traffic was focused on 
finding parts to complete a restoration. As the list has evolved, 
there has been an increase in buying and selling activity, which 
may not be all bad.

1) LIMIT the frequency of for sale postings... once a month is a

2) DO NOT post endless "xxx is sold" to the entire list... you offered 
it for sale, and it is not considerate of list resources (which 
include the time and energy of the other list members) to burden 
the list with these senseless notices. Use direct email to those 
who responded, or, if you don't want to answer them personally, 
just don't use the list to advertise them for sale! 


3) AVOID even the mere faint appearance that you are posting items 
for sale as a regular adjunct to your business dealings. This has 


become more of a problem lately with some long lists showing up 
regularly on the main list, or with dealers who appear to be using 
the list for their personal advertising advantage. Failure to 
observe these basics xwillx result in banishment from the list -- 
just don't do it! When even a shadow of doubt creeps in, read the 
"Welcome" message again... it spells it out! 


4) DO be considerate of those on the list in your for sale or wanted 
postings. Keep them short, infrequent, and ONLY include items 
specifically appropriate to the list -- NO solid state gear is 
obvious, but try to avoid pushing the envelope in any area. 


5) LONG lists and estate offerings should be sent to me at:

so they may be uploaded to the archives for email or ftp retrieval. 
(We are hoping to have a web page up in the future for these files.)
